When the River Foams Too Much 

A sanitary engineer in the Illinois Health De- 
partment’s stream pollution bureau takes a very 
defensive attitude toward complaints that fishing 
in the Illinois river is being damaged by deter- 
gents discharged into the stream. Richard Nelle 
is not impressed by reports of impaired fishing 
upstream from Starved Rock dam. Nor is he im- 
pressed by photographs taken by Herbert Horts- 
man, an Alton river pilot of 24 years’ experience, 
showing banks of foam five feet high at the dam. 

“Detergents are so diluted that when they 
have passed down a stream they are not consid- 
ered very effective,” says Mr. Nelle, who adds, 
“Fishing is gradually improving.” There are 
many qualified authorities who would sharply 


disagree with this complacent view. Representa- 


tive Blatnik of Minnesota, who conducted exten- 
sive hearings on stream pollution, told Congress 
last session: 


Do you know what detergents do to the 
water? Here in this container is water from 
Pittsburgh that was recaptured out of the 
Ohio river at Wheeling, W.Va., almost 100 
miles downstream. When I shake it up, see 
what happens. It foams up like soap suds in 
your sink. We do not know how to get rid 
of that. The people in Wheeling and all the 
other communities downstream have to suck 
this in through their intake pipes and treat 
it by some expensive process to make it po- 
table, so that they may drink it with safety. 


Mr. Nelle notwithstanding, the Illinois Health 
Department will be well advised to listen to 
complaints with a receptive ear, and give thought 
to the vexing problem of detergent pollution. It 
is becoming among the most serious and baffling 
problems in the whole water-pollution picture. 
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To Cut Hospital Bills 

The appointment of a federal advisory com- 
mittee on improved hospital care at lower cost 
is welcome, and not merely because a distin- 
guished St. Louls surgeon, Dr. Robert Elman of 
Washington University, has been made one of 
the members who will serve under Dr. Russell 
Nelson of Johns Hopkins. 

The recent increase in Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield rates here was just another sign of the 
steady rise in the cost of medical care. It is the 
hope of Marion Folsom, Secretary of Health 
and Welfare, that “if sdéme sections of general 
hospitals could be designed and operated spe- 
cifically to serve patients who have only limited 
needs, the cost of hospital care for these pa- 
tients could be reduced substantially.” By im- 
plication, this suggests that the expense of the 
more costly hospital facilities would be charged 
only to those needing them. 

Whether this would mean higher bills for a 
few and lower bills for many probably is the 
first question which the new advisory board 
will have to decide. But it is hard to see how 
reforms in hospital organization and manage- 
ment alone can meet the problem of high medi- 
cal costs, especially in catastrophic illness.

How to Save the Family Farm 


The Mirror

Public Opinion 


Proposed $100,000 top on crop loan to any one farmer won't 
do it, for many family farthers are increasing acreage to combat 
cost-price squeeze; only drastic methods would suffice; but a 
way should be found to make a better living on shorter hours.

In election years it is customary to 
worry about the family farm. About 
how it is the bulwark of the republic 
and how it is being shamefully neg- 
lected (or vigorously protected) by the 
party in power. Usually, people pass 
off such talk as just campaign guff. 

This year, however, there is some 
real concern. There are 600,000 fewer 
farmers today than in 1950. Hundreds 
more are wondering if they may not 
be next to go. 

A family farm is one on which the 
family handles~all tfie farm operations 
by itself, except for trading work with 
neighbors and perhaps a little rush- 
season hire. 

Surprisingly, there has been little 
change over the years in the propor- 
tion of farms run by families. 

The explanation is that with the aid 
of machinery and more efficient meth- 
ods, the average farm family today 
can and does look after more land 
than in the past. 

Thus it appears that for the most 
part, at least in the Midwest, the land 
of families who moved off was ab- 
sorbed into other family operations. 

With this in mind, oné sees that 
most proposals for stabilizing the num- 
ber of family farms would not be ef- 
fective. 


In the debate on the first soil bank 
last winter, the Senate talked of put- 


Aing a limit of $100,000 on the crop 


loan total to any one farmer, theoretic- 
ally to give the smaller fellow a bet- 
ter break. 

But in most Midwest areas, this 
would be meaningless, for the reason 
that the struggling farmer, when he 
tries either to buy or rent more land 
to increase his returns, usually finds 
himself in competition only with other 
more prosperous family farmers or at 
least those with maybe only one or two 
hired men. 

If it should be decided that a further 


reduction in farm family numbers was 
undesirable, only drastic action would 
serve under present conditions. 


Such action might take the form of 
paying the full support price on only a 
moderate volume of production, then 
providing , progressively less on any 
volume above that. 


Still another idea has been to grad- 
uate taxes on land; that is, impose light- 
er levies on small holdings than on 
large ones. 


North Dakota voters this fall will 
pass on a proposal to lay a heavier tax 
on all farm and ranch land held by 
one person above a total of $20,000 
assessed valuation. 


The most effective preventive of all 
would be the forbearance of more 
prosperous farmers or non-farm in- 
vestors when confronted with an op- 
portunity to rent or buy extra’ ground 
actively being sought by somebody in 
less fortunate circumstances. 

For the man who actually is able to 
handie more, this is an increasingly 
difficult stand to take. With prices 
down, anybody is inclined to think in 
terms of increasing output. 

Some observers see this as an in- 
evitable and desirable development. 
They overlook that many a farmer may 
be ie ny * income at a considerable 
strain on himself. 


The other day I read how one farm- 
er is trying to beat the cost-price 
squeeze by farming an extra 309 acres 
without additional help. There are 
plenty of similar cases. 

When I hear of them, I wonder. Is 
this really an attack on the problem? 
Or is it more of a retreat, a s of 
grim rearguard action that could turn 
into a rout? 

There ought to be some way to help 
farmers, as well as city workers, make 
a little better living on shorter, not 
longer, hours. 


Between Book Ends 


Short Drive Is a Long Way 


A FAMILY PARTY, by John O'Hara. (Random 

House, 4 pas., $!.95.) 

The setting for: this novelette is 
Lyons, Pa., 35 miles of mountain road 
from Gibbsville, the heart of O’Hara 
country. The short drive to Lyons is 
a steep one morally as well as physi- 
cally. It was in Gibbsville that Julian 
English, the main character of “Ap- 
pointment in Samarra,” lost his way in 
the mores of the town’s smart set and 
found oblivion in suicide. 

It was in Gibbsville at Ten North 
Frederick that Joe Chapin grew up to 
discover the bitter fact that prestige 
and power could be his only if he 
worked for the party boss. But in the 
tiny mountain town of Lyons life is still 
quite untarnished. A native son, Sam 
Merritt, practices medicine selflessly 
and unprofitably for 40 years, thereby 
winning such respect amongst the 
townsfolk that the Kiwanis, American 
Legion, Knights of Pythias and the 
many other service 
clubs all band to- 
gether to give a 
dinner in his honor. 
The doctor is warm- 
ly lauded, congrat- 
ulated, and given a 
$20,000 check for 
an addition to the 
hospital.

The striking dif- 
ference in moral 
tone between 
O’Hara’s earlier

virtues of small town life real. As it is, 
the artistic level is far below the moral. 

True, O’Hara’s “tape-recorder ear” 
guarantees authentic language through- 
out, but the framework of the story 
seriously cramps development. As in 
“Ten North Frederick,” the story starts 
with a gathering of friends: this time 
a dinner party, last time a funeral. 
However, the funeral scene soon gaye 
way to many thoroughly realized scenes 
in the life of Joe Chapin.

Conclusions of the study, a 
follow-up to one made by the 
association here in 1950, were 
submitted to the circuit judges 
at their general term meeting 
today. 

The developments were in 
line with recommendations of 
the association. 

In 1955 a total of 528 de- 
fendants were placed on proba- 
tion, compared with 32 in 1949. 
The percentage of probations, 
figured on the number of case 
convictions, rose from 1.5 to 
24.5. The report noted, how- 
ever, that the St. Louis per- 
centage is still short of the av- 
erage of 52 per cent in Michi- 
gan and 60 to 70 per cent in 
New England and Califoria. 

Report on Investigations. 

The 1950 study showed that 
in 1949 there were hardly 
any pre-sentence investigations; 
most of the investigations fol- 
lowed applications for parole. 
Last year, of the 537 investiga- 
tions made by probation of- 
ficers, 466 were before sentenc- 
ing. Seventy per cent of the 
723 applications for probation 
or parole were investigated.

\ EGGS WHICH MAY 


BE 40,000,000 
YEARS OLD FOUND 


BERKELEY, Calif., Sept. 22 
(UP)—University of California 
scientists today reported discov- 
ery of 13 eggs, dbout the size 
of chicken eggs, that are be- 
lieved to be 40,000,000 years 
old and hard as a rock. Now 
they are trying to find out what 
kind of a bird laid them. 


The fossilized eggs were found 
in the Nebraska badlands near 
the town of Crawford. The site 
is 60 miles from the ranch of 
Harold J. Cook, geologist-pal- 
eonotlogist. who initiated the ex- 
plorations. 

Single eggs similar to those 
that were found had been dis- 
covered in the area before, but 
this was the first whole “nest” 
discovered. 

So far the scientists of the 
Museum of Paleontology on the 
Berkeley campus have been un- 
able to link the eggs to a par- 
ticular bird living during the 
Oligocene period — the time 
when retpiles are believed to 
have evolved into birds and the 
major orders of birds estab- 
lished. 

The scientists plan ta put the 
rock eggs through X-ray tests 
to try and determine if any of 
them had developed an embryo. 
If so, it may be possible by a 
study of the size, shape and per- 
haps shell structure to indicate 
the bird species.

Some Variations for Eggplant 


HOSE lovely purple egg- 

plants that are at their best 

in the early fall are tempt- 
ing to the sight. Of course, we 
know that the color will be lost 
during the necessary cooking. 
We may take advantage of their 
natural beauty, however, if we 
are serving appetizers for a 
party. 

Shrimp, cubes of cheese, and 
stuffed olives can be impaled 
on toothpicks, which can easily 
be inserted into the whole egg- 
plant. This reed not be dis- 
carded afterward, as it can be 
cut into cubes and used for one 
of those good, highly seasoned 
casserole combinations, 


Until recently, eggplant cut 
in slices and sauteed, that is, 
cooked in a small amount of fat, 
was the only method commonly 
used for its cooking. It is still 
the most popular way of serving 
this vegetable. For a main dish, 
we sometimes hollow out part 
of the pulp and stuff it with a 
savory mixture. This may have 
a soft bread crumb or cooked 
rice base. 

My own favorite method of 
cooking eggplant is to slicé it 
without paring and to marinate 
the slices in a French dressing. 
Then it is baked and before 
serving spread with sour cream. 
For the sake of appearance, the 
slices may then be sprinkled 
with minced parsley. Chives 
are even better, as they add def- 
inite although delicate flavor. 

Baked Eggplant and Fresh 

Tomatoes. 

One medium eggplant (‘one 
and one-half pounds), one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, one 
egg, beaten: one tablespoon 
milk, one-half cup fine dry 
bread crumbs, eight slices ba- 
con, one cup chopped onion, 
one cup chopped celery, one- 
half cup grated raw carrots, 
one-third cup chopped fresh

Dip eggplant 
slices into bread crumbs, then 
into egg and again into bread 
crumbs. Fry bacon until about 
half done and remove from pan. 
Reserve two tablespoons fat. 
Brown eggplant on both sides 
in hot bacon fat. Place in bak- 
ing pan. Saute chopped vege- 
tables in two tablespoons bacon 
fat, adding one-half teaspoon 
salt. Place spoonful of vege- 
tables on each slice of eggplant. 
Cut tomatoes into eight slices 
and place one over each egg- 
plant slice. Top with half strip 
of bacon. Bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) 30 min- 


utes or until done. Yield: eight 


servings. 
French Fried Eggplant Sticks. 
One eggplant (‘one pound), 


three-fourths cup fine dry bread 
crumbs, six tablespoons grated 
Parmesan cheese, two and one- 
half teaspoons salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper, two eggs, 
beaten; two tablespoons milk. 

Peel and cut eggplant cross- 
wise into one-half-inch slices. 
Cut each slice into one-half-inch 
strips, and set aside. Combine 
bread crumbs, cheese, salt and 
pepper. Beat eggs with milk. 
Dig eggplant strips into bread 
crumb mixture, then into egg, 
and again into bread crumbs. 
Fry in hot fat (375 degrees F.), 
or until fat is hot enough to 
brown an inch cube of bread 
in 40 seconds. Drain on brown 
paper or paper towel. Serve 
hot. Yield: six servings.

HE husband is 70 years old, 
T tis wife 69.

With his wife doing all the 
housework, with the husband 
acting as handyman and with 
careful budgeting of .money, 
they told themselves’ they 
would never have to depend on 
anyone for financial assistance. 

But here’s the fly in the oint- 
ment. Relatives on both sides 
of the’ family have borrowed 
money and failed to pay it 
back. 

Relatives on both sides of 
the family either write that 
they are coming for a two 
weeks visit or come wunan- 
nounced. 

While they are “vacation- 
ing.” their retired host and 
hostess are cooking meals, 
washing dishes, making beds, 
laying in groceries. Also, they 
are spending more than they 
can afford. 

It is the husband who wrote 
about their problem and asked 
at the end of his letter, “How 
can we meet our problem with- 
out straining the otherwise 
pleasant relationship we have 
maintained through the years 
with relatives on both sides?” 

Why not try frankness? Be- 
gin by writing a letter to each 
relative who owes you money.

HERE are few of us that 
T can't sympathize with that 

plaintive wail “my feet are 
killing me!” Tired, aching feet 
can make you tired all over. 
When your feet hurt it shows 
in your face, your posture, and 
your disposition. And although 
many people suffer with foot 
ailments they usually suffer 
needlessly. 

The principal causes of foot 
trouble are improperly fitted 
shoes and poor foot hygiene. 
From the first pair of shoes for 
the toddler on through life cor- 
rectly fitted shoes are importt- 
ant. The bones in a little child’s 
foot are pliable and can be 
molded to fit the shoe when 
the shoe doesn't fit the foot and 
so children’s shoes should be 
checked for size every six weeks. 
*

SHOES for everyone should 
be the right length and width 
and should conform to the na- 
tural shape of the foot. Shoes 
that are too tight interfere with 
circulation and cause calluses; 
shoes that are too loose slip on 
the foot and may cause blisters. 
Extremely high heels, when 
worn constantly, force the foot 
forward and upset body balance. 

Shoe materials are important 
too. Feet perspire constantly 
and accumulated sweat is con- 
ducive to fungus growth so 
shoes should be made of porous, 
absorbent material, or with well 
ventilated tops to allow mois- 
ture to escape. For best foot 
comfort shoes should be ro- 
tated—not worn two days in suc- 
cession. And don't overlook the 
importance of well-fitting stock- 
ings—hose should not be so 
short they bind the toes nor so 
loose they wrinkle.

NOW for foot hygiene. Feet 
should be washed daily and 
thoroughly dried: To discour- 
age athlete’s foot dust with tal- 


“cum or foot powder prescribed 


by a doctor. To prevent in- 
grown nails cut toenails straight 
across. Don't trim your own 
corns and calluses—many an in- 
fection has been caused that 
way. And another hint for the 
sake of your feet—when you are 
home relaxing with your fay- 
orite book, and no one is look- 
ing, take off your shoes and ex- 
ercise foot muscles by wiggling 
the toes. 

The world looks much rosier 
when your feet don’t hurt, and 
they needn't if you give them 


proper daily care.

HERE is a very serious ques- 

tion which now is being dis- 

cussed and which I think 
many of us have to think 
through more carefully than in 
the past. 

“Right to Work” laws have 
been passed.in 17 states. They 
prohibit barring anyone from 
holding a job because he is 
either a member or non-mem- 
ber of a union and the making 
of membership in a union a 
condition of employment. 


These laws are causing con- 
siderable trouble because they 
interfere with the free-bargain- 
ing rights of unions with em- 
ployers. 


If a contract is made where- 
by the employer agrees not to 
employ a non-union man, then 
it seems that the contract should 
be lived up to. But wherever 
such a contract is not part of an 
agreement with an employer, 
then it is perfectly obvious that 
an employer is free to employ 
both union and non-union labor.

THE POINT made by the 
people who advocate “Right to 
Work” laws is that no one 
should be forced to join a union. 
That is certainly incontrovert- 
ible. But unions have been 
established as a protection to 
labor, and without the protec- 
tion of the union, even non- 
unionized labor probably would 
have a much harder time, since 
the gains made for labor all 
have been achieved through the 
efforts of unions. No one man 
alone has any strength, but 
when he joined in a union, he 
is able to make advances and 
obtain things for his member- 
ship. Once something is ob- 
tained for union members, even 
the non-union workers who may 
be employed in the plant have 
to be given the same advan- 
tages.
